tremely exaggerated. 

Continuing M. Stolypin said: ‘In 
February the department of public 
order and security obtained informa- 
tion that a criminal society had been 
formed in this city with the direct 
object of executing a series of terror.

REIGN OF TERROR 
RENDS ODESSA 


Black Hundreds Unchecked in 
Work of Revenge--Assassin- 
ation of Police. 


Associated Press Despatch, 

Odessa, May 20.—Following the as- 
sassination of three police officers here 
to-day, serious rioting oceurred at 8 
o'clock this evening. The Black Hun- 
dreds were running wild through the 
streets, mercilessly beating people, 
principally Jews, more than one hun- 
dred of whom were seriously injured 
soon after the disturbances began. 
_The police apparently remained pas- 
Slve spectators of the disorder. No 
arrests were made, and the Black 
Hundreds continued their work of 1e- 
venge unchecked. 

The tragedy which led to the riot- 
ing was as follows: While the super- 
intendent of police an dother officials 
were in the central police bureau this 
morning, two men and a girl en- 
tered the building, deposited an in- 
fernal machine in the office,and hur- 
tied away. The machine explode 
almost immediately afterwards, kill- 
ing the chief of police and two chief 
detectives of this city. They were 


biown to pieces, and several other { 


persons were seriously injured, The 
police pursued, Mired, wounded and 
captured the two terrorists, but the 
girl who was with them escaped. 
The leader of the terrorists was sub- 
sequently identified as a man named 
Tchertheaf, The two detectives killed 
were bitterly hated by the terrorists, 
varticipating in in- 
citing the outbreak of 19056 here. and 
the other, who was nicknamed “The 
Hanginan,” because he had tortured 
political prisoners.

R, railway, was 
entirely blocked yesterday by a gigan- 
tic snowslide which swept down the 
mountain on the far side of the valley 
from the railroad, Thousands of tons 
of snow were precipitated from the 
heights into the valley, and the ma- 
jestic sweep of the thunderously mov- 
ing mass was not stayed till it had 
jammed itself against the rocky walls 
of the opposite side of the valley, and 
incidentally buried the C.P.R. tracks 
twenty feet deep for a distance of 
about four hundred feet, 

It is estimated that the depth of the 
snow in the valley was seventy-five or 
a hundred feet, and behind the great 
natural dam the waters of the swollen 
Illecillewaet commenced to rise in a 
manner which was most threatening. 
The railwaymen who were on the 
seene shortly after th enormous slide 
oceurred, watched the rising flood ap- 
prehensively,: 

Waters Bored Through Slide. 

Tt was a question for a long time 
just what would happen when the 
hundreds of tons of water piling up 
behind the slide should break through. 
If the great dam held against the 
strain of the water till it had risen 
to the level of the dam, the rush of 
waters when the barrier broke down 
be tremendous if everything gave way 
suddenly. This was the great danger 
which threatened, but luckily the 
waters gradually bored their way 
through the slide, and although they 
attained tremendous depth before 
commencing to pass over the obstruc- 
tion and suside, no damage was caus- 
ed, as the break down of the barrier 
was gradual. 


No Loss of Life. 

The slide burying the railway tracks 
was responsible for an accident to a 
\freight train, but there was no loss 
lof life. It is reported that the en- 
gine pulling the train left the rails 
when it encountered the ebstruction, 
and plungd over the embankment. 
Passenger and freight traffic enst asd 
west bound was held up while the 
slide was being cleared away, and 
some four hundred feet of new track 
laid. The slide picked a long length 
of the old track up. 


Warm Rains Up Country. 

Since Saturday night warm rains 
have prevailed over a large section 
of the mountain country, and it 1s 
feared that if these conditions con- 
tinue all the mountain streams will 
soon be in. full flood, From the 
point of view of railwaymen, the Il}le- 
cillewaet, Columbia and Eagle Rivers 
are the most to be feared. On the 
last-mentioned stream the railway 
tracks follow the river at an eleva- 
tion of a few feet for a number of 
miles, and with a rise of fifteen feet 
of water the tracks would be touched. 

It is believed that the rains have 
fallen over a large section of the 
country ut the headwaters of the 
Fraser River, and should this prove 
to be the case, the next forty-eight 
hours will witness a big rise in the 
level of the Fraser from its mouth 
to Yale or beyond.

He outlined some of the objections 
to the new law, such as the statement 
that the country was getting along 
all right before the law was passed 
and that it was drawing religion into 
the state and trying to cram religion 
down the throats of the people. He 
pointed out that a Sunday law previ- 
ously existed but had been declared 
invalid and this new one was merely 
replacing the old; also that the law 
did not interfere with religious liberty 
but only with industrial liberty. 

“The sum and substance of the new 
legislation is that we don’t on the 
Sabbath follow our ordinary avoca- 
tions,” he said; “and do not labor for 
wage, hire or other remuneration. Its 
object is to get the Sabbath day as 
free as possible from labor and work.” 

Rev. Mr. Rochester outlined the 
large number of exemptions—works 
of merey or necessity, physicians, 
druggists. ministers, pumping, venti- 
lating, ete., of mines. 

“It is a question,’ "he said, “even | 
with present conditions of congested 
railway freight, if better time would 
not be made and better service given 
if the Sabbath were more completely 
observed by the railways. 

In closinig he made a strong plea 
for sympathy and hearty support in 
this the critical time of the new act’s | 
existence. Just now the work of the 
Lord’s Day Alliance was only begin- | 
ning.

GRAIN GROWERS AND THE 
ROYAL GRAIN COMMISSION. 

The prosecution of certain members 
of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange by 
the Grain GWowers’ Association of 
Manitoba last fall seems to have 
borne fruit, At any rate, the farmers 
of Manitoba are thoroughly aroused 
be the revelations set forth in the 
evidence taken in the alleged con- 
apiracy case before Police Magistrate 
Daly. 

A conference of all the Reeves cf 
all the municipalities of Manitoba is 
called for June Sth and 6th in the 
legislative buildings at Winnipeg to 
discuss the situation surrounding the 
handling, storage, sale and transpor- 
tation of grain and to make recom- 
mendations to the provincial and 
federal governments, Ten amend- 


ments to the charter of the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange are to be asked for. 

Dealing in futures or options the 
Grain Growers want abolished; also 
amendments in the criminal code in 


respect to combines and restraint of 
trade will be asked for, The list in- 
cludes government ownership of line 
and terminal elevators, reciprocal de- 
murrage and the use of the cental as 
a sale unit, 

The discussion of these subjects at 
the conference will no doubt be pro- 
ductive of good and crystalize public 
opinion on many questions now in a 
contentious phase, However, the gov- 
ernment is likely to await the re- 
port of the Royal Grain Commission 
before adopting any drastic changes. 

The information tendered the fed- 
eral authorities will serve the ‘useful 
purpose of affording the government 
a means of checking up the work of 
the Royal Commission, To introduce 
any legislation on these matters be- 
fore the commission’s report is sub 
mitted would be to publicly discredit 
the useful work of that body.

Market Oays Selected. 
, From there he went to Ballymena 
and then to Lurgan, with very satis- 
factory results; it being market day at 
the different places he had a good 
opportunity to interview the people 
and distribute literature.

» This latter place he found to be very 
difficult to work in, as the people are 
strongly opposed to immigration.

He then returned to Belfast for.a 
few days, doing a lot of advertising 
and on March 2lst went back to Lur- 
gan at the request of a number of 
interested citizens, meeting with good 
success, and from there back to Lon- 
donderry at the request of some sixty 
people. Frorm Derry he went to New- 
ton, Stewart, meeting with a great deal 
of opposition, but distributed plenty 
of literature, On March 19th he went 
to Colerain, interviewing about 40 
people. From there to Dublin for 
three days, meeting with great suc- 
cess and making the acquaintance vf 
numbers of desirable people, many of 
whom intend coming to Canada this

RESTAURANTS 
MAY SELL CANDY 


And Ice Cream on Sunday--- 
Judge Morson's Decision 
in Toronto Case. 


Comin 


Toronto, Ont., May 20.—“The -on- 
viction will, therefore, be quashed, 
but this being a test case, without 


This is the final sentence in Judge 
Morson’s judgment delivered this 
morning on the appeal of John Dev- 
ins against a conviction under the 
Lord’s Day Act, for selling ice cream 
and candies on Sunday. 

His reasons for coming to this con- 
clusion, the judge explains as fol- 
lows: 

“It is to be noticed that the appel- 
lant in his evidence said he did sell 
candies and oranges as part of his 
ordinary business and was not con- 
tradicted. The only question then for 
my decision is, whether the sale of 
candies and oranges by the appellant 
wy in the exercise of his ordinary 
calling of a restaurant-keeper—and 
in deciding the point I was asked to 
decide as a test case applicable to all 
restaurants and eating-houses. 

More Than a Candy Shon. 

“It is quite clear if the appellant 
kept a candy shop and not a restau- 
rant, the selling of the candies on tho 
Lord’s Day would clearly be an of- 
fence under the act, a candy shop not 
being like a restaurant, a work «f ne- 
cessity, and, therefore, not exempt. 

“Tt appears from the uncontradicted 
evidence that the appellant was a 
bona-fide restaurant keeper and sold, 
amongst other things, candies and or- 
anges, It has not been proved that 
the appellant in this ease kept a can-| 
dy shop as contended by the respond- | 
ent, and I must, therefore, treat him 
as a restaurant keeper only, who keeps | 
for sale to his customers, amongst | 
Mother things, candies and oranges 
with which to supply their various | 
wants, and it must be the customer 
and not the appellant who decides 
what those wants are.” 

A decision by the late Judge Me- 
Dougall in the Alberti case, and one 
by Judge Morgan in the Meyers case, 
were cited as proois that ice cream | 
and candies were foods and that the 
selling of them on the Lord’s Day by 
a restaurant keeper was not an of- 
fence. 

No Matter Where Eaten. 

In reply to the contention of Mr. | 
Johnson that because the candies and 
oranges were not eaten_on the prem- 
ises, their sale on the Lord’s Day 
was an offence, Judge Morson says 
that such a definition of a ‘‘restau- 
rant” would be too narrow. “It +s the | 
restaurant keeper who offends in sell- | 
ing contrary to the Act, and not the | 
customer in eating.” 

“I can, therefore, come to no other 
conclusion,” says the judge in clos- 
ing, “that candies and oranges may 
be sold on the Lord’s Day by a bona- 
fide restaurant keeper, as part of his | 
ordinary business, or calling, without 
any penalty, under either the o'd or 
new Lord’s Day Act, and that the ap- 
pellant in this case did not commit 
any offence. In sv concluding, I have 
not lost sight, 1 trust, of the necessity 
for the due and proper observance of | 
the Lord’s Day and I do not think my 
conclusion will in any way interfere 
with it. I agree with what the late 
Lord Kenyon, C, J., said in Rex vs. 
Younger, ‘I am for the observation of 
the Sabbath, but not for Pharisaical 
observation of it,” 


OS" 
SLEEPING CAR CON'S. GRAFT. 


Resulted in Imprisonment for Two 
Months—C.P.R. Prosecuted. 


Associated Press Despatch, 

Montreal, Que., May 20.—J. Cree- 
don, the sleeping car conductor who 
was arrested at the instance of the 
C.P.R., and who pleaded guilty to a 
charge of appropriating for his own 
use money collected from passengers 
in payment of soaping car fares, waa 
sentenced by Judge Choquet to a 
term of two months’ imprisonment, 
In passing sentence the Judge lec- 
tured the prisoner severely on the 
seriousness of the offence, which, he | 
pointed out, in addition to being an 
act of theft, was also a breach of the 
trust placed in an employe by his 
employers, and stated that only on 
account of the priamnor's youth and 
previous good character was he giv- 
ing so light a sentence, The judge 
concluded by expressing the hope | 
that the sentence he had _ passed 
would be a warning to others in| 
whom trust was reposed, and intim- 
ated that those found guilty of sim- 
ilar offences in the future would not 
be dealt with as leniently as was] 
the prisoner, 


RALPH CONNOR: 
ON ATHLETICS 


Says Church Should Take In- 
terest in Sport and 
Politics. 


Winnipeg, May 20.—Quite an inspir- 
ing addresa was given last night by 
Rev. C. W. Gordon at the monthly 
supper of the Knox Young Men's 


Club, Davis presiding. 
Dr. Gordon described in his facile | 


manner the great change which had 
come over the attitude of the churches 
arcenege towards recreation and ath- 
letics, It was not so long ago that 
the church not only refused to do 
anything towards developing the ath- 
letic side of the young people, but 
actually looked quite askance at their 
games. Gradually, however, all that 
had been changing, until today, the 
young people looked to the charch’s 
rearty co-operation in their sports. 
The church had made the diseovery 
that its own spiritual work could be 
better advoneed amongst its youth by 
giving financial and moral support to | 
legitimate games and recreation. 
Church and Politics. 

Tt was the duty of the Chureh of | 
God to exert its influence in the realm 
of sport and to prevent, as far as pos- 
sible, the growth of a commercial 
spirit in the nation’s games. It was 
their duty to foster a healthy atmos. 
phere and high standards amongst all 
who took part in manly sport. In this 
connection, the doctor spoke culogis- 
tically of the work done by the Cana- 
linn Y.M.C.A.’s. 

These institutions had done a great 
deal towards preserving the high ide- 
als of amateur sport, and if only for 
that they-deserved recognition and en- 
couragement. 

In politics, too, the church had 
rightly or wrongly held too much | 
aloof. He saw no reason why young 
men could not discuss political ques- 
tions with profit to themselves and to 
their country. He thought the chureh 
should encourage this along general 
lines. As a matter of fact, it was the 
duty of the church to do this, and 
when it woke up to its duties perhaps 
politics would be purer. Young men’s 
clubs, like that of Knox Church, 
could be a great factor both in main- 
taining a pure atmosphere in sport 
and in politics.

BREAKING INTO BASEBALL. 


How Clarke ‘Griffith and Napoleon 
Lejoie Started. 


Clarke Griffith broke into profession- 

al baseball in 1888. His debut was 
made at Milwaukee. He was a little 
black-haired tyke, seventeen years old, 
and with a pair of keen, piercing 
eye. 
The players on both the Milwaukee 
team and the club that Grif. was to 
pitch against laughed at the idea of 
such a youngster as Clarke having the 
audacity to try to break into such 
tast company, and they had quite a 
merry time at his expense before the 
game, 4 

Grif. was given a cast-off uniform 
that had originally been worn by 1 
giant, and, as Clarke admits, after 
he got into that uniform and wrapped 
it around his diminutive form, one 
could see nothing of him but his feet 
and his head. The opposing team 
made very merry with the little pit- 
cher, telling him that they weve go- 
ing to send him back to the bushes, 
and so on, 

At first, Clarke saye, he was so ner- 
vous that he thought he would have 
to flunk at the pitching game, but 
when the entire push began to kid 
him hie fright gave way to anger, and 
the old fighting spirit returned to the 
little fellow. The more they joked 
him the angrier he got, so that when 
he took his place in the firing line 
his head was cool, but' in his heart 
there burned a deep feeling of ven- 

eance, What he did to that fresh 
lot of ball players has long been a 
matter of baseball history, for Clarke, 
with that deceptive slow ball of his 
won the game by the score of 16 to 1. 


Lajoie Was in a Dream. 


No one would ever suppose that the 
doughty Napoleon Lajoie was ever 

ssessed of finniky nerves, yet when 

rry made his profesional appear- 
ance in baseball he was as frighten- 
ed a person as one could expect to 
find, particularly in a big, husky 
ball player, Lajoie got into the game 
at Fall River, Miss., in 1896, and, 
strange to say, he felt not the slight- 
est sign of nervousness until the bell 
rang for the players to take the field. 
On walking out to take his position 
on the diamond Larry was sudden! 
taken with the peculiar feeling whic 
caused him to experience the sensa- 
tion of imagining that he had no 
stomach; he also felt as if he were 
being wafted along on thin air, as }e 
felt not the motion of walking. In a 
dreary sort of way he knew that there 
was a crowd of poople somewhere, as 
every little while he could hear cheer- 
ing, which seemed to come, though, 
from a far away distance. But just 
as soon us the first ball which was 
knocked down tgward him touched 
his hands, Larry awoke suddenly 
froin his dreamy state, and the crowd 
and cheering became realities, The 
clever Frenchman, by his wonderful 
work that day, earned the almost con- 
tinued plaudits of the spectators, and 
80 paved the way to become an em- 
blazoned page in baseball history.

Headwork Makes a Pitcher. 


It is headwork that makes the great 
piteher. Unless he can size up the 
batsman, know his weakness, and 
play for it, he will never be a great 
pitcher. Some men cannot hit a high 
ball on the inside of the plate; others 
can bat this kind all over the lot. A 
slow curve fools some, and a fast, 
The batsman 
who can hit all alike is as rare as the 
pitcher who can puzzle every bats- 
man. Time was when the crack pitch- 


er distinguished himself by striking 


out most of the opposing batsmeri; 
nowadays he is satisfied to strike out 
a man here and there, confident that 
the fielders will put out the majority 
of the batters who connect with the 
ball. Lack of good support in the 
field is simply heart-breaking to the 
pitcher, and is apt to make him lose 
his nerve, and the game. A note- 
worthy fact is the poor batting abili- 
ties of the average pitcher. As a rule 
the pitchers are the feeblest stick 
handlers in the game, although they 
might be expected to be the best. 


Improved Fielding. 

Fielding has wonderfully improved 
in recent years, and now mere ability 
to hit the ball hard is, in itself, not 
much more valuable than unassisted 
speed on the part of the pitcher. The 
great batsmen are those who gan 
place their hits; in other words, bat 
the ball to a point where it will be 
fielded with the maximum of diffi- 
culty. The hit and run game is a 
development of comparatively late 
years, and comes under the head of 
generalship. It used to be the cus- 
tom of batters, after hitting the ball, 
to make up their minds whether it 
would be safely fielded before run- 
ning to the base. Very often they de- 
cided that the exertion of running 
would be futile, and, consequently, 
when a bad fumble was made, they 
were unable to take advantage of it. 
Now no batsman is allowed to be a 
judge on this point. His duty is to 
‘run it out’ every time. Many an 
extra hundred runs have been earned 
since this principle was adopted, 


How to Keep in the Game. 


Among ballplayers there has been a 
marked improvement in respects oth- 
er than the mere technique of the 
game. They can no longer dissipate 
and hold their positions. Competi- 
tion is keen, and there are a hundred 
eager young amateurs pressing up to 
seize the place of the professional 
when he begins to “slow up.” A man 
cannot drink and sport around all 
winter and play first-class ball all 
summer, He must be temperate, of 
necessity, while the season lasts, and 
he has found it profitable to keep fit 
between seasons. Rather a peculiar 
feature of professional baseball, as iar 
as we know of it in Canada, is the 
absence ‘of betting on rival teams. 
One might attend the games for years 
and’ never hear a dollar waged. To- 
ronto has the reputation of being a 
good “ball town,” but it has yet to 
earn the distinction of, being a good 
town for a losing team?
